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Part 3(a): the applicant amended claims 4, 12-13, and 19-20 by inserting "each of the first operand, the another operand and the 
immediate value are represented with a plurality of bits" and amending "has a width" as "is comprised" respectively. These changes 
raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search because the amended claims require the operands have to be at 
least more than 2 bits and the immediate value has open width bit including nine/thirteen bits. 

Part 11: 

First, new claim objections do not obligate the premature of the last final Office action because they do not relate to any rejection cited in 
the Office action. In addition, claim objections are presented to advise the applicant to amend for clarification purpose only. 
Second, the applicant argued in pages 7-8 for independent claims that there is no cited is given for the motivation in combining Lin and 
Intel. The examiner respectfully submits that the motivation is obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention is made to combine. The cited motivation is an obvious and general to the combined invention. Obviously to a person skill in 
the art without further defined that specifying the intermediate value inside the instruction would enable to increase or improve the overall 
system performance because it does not have to call/get the intermediate value somewhere else. 

Third, the applicant argued in page 8 for dependent claims that some either previous presented or amended limitations neither taught nor 
suggested by the cited reference. In particular, claim 5 requires the immediate value to be signed, claim 6 requires scaling of the 
immediate value, claims 4, 12 and 13 require a number of bits, and claim 15 require the scaling factor is divisible by two. The examiner 
respectfully submits that; for claim 5, Figure 5b clearly showns the immediate values to be signed with sign bit (e.g. label with an "s" in 
every byte); for claim 6, the saturation would consider as scaling whenever the data/value is out of range, it will be clipped within the 
assigned range by either multiplying/dividing or shifting; for claims 4 and 12-13, these operands are in multiple of bits as seen in Figure 
5b; and for claim 15, obviously saturation is in binary range which would be divisible by two. 
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
